The Inst banquet of the Raging Tods 
ban been held, says a Covington (Ind.) 
correspondent of the New York Son. 

Af'.the home of Mr. and Mrs. W. D. 
Cofflng In Covington I.,ewlB R. Hetfleld, 
tbe Inst survivor of tbe fnuions organ- 
luUon, carved tbe turkey and drank 
wine In the memory of bis dead chums 
on 'Thanksgiving night just past, thus 
complying with an agreement made 
Just fifty-nine years ago. 

Tt was far from n jovial affair, this 
last banquet of tbe once merriest club 
In Covington. 

On TbnnknglvlDg day, 1847, twenty 
young men of Covington organised a 
club that became known as the Raging 
Tads because of the Inclination of its 
members to make merry at Its feasts, 
which were held each Thanksgivliig 
day. 

At tbe first supper it was agreed that 
the rliib should bare a supper each 
Thanksgiving day until only one man 
of the twenty survived. Then he was 
to open n bottle of port wine that^as 
on the table at the first snppCT and 
which bns graced the banquet table 
each year since. 

At (i;30 o'clock on Thanksgiving 
evening I^ewis R. Hetfleld, eigbty-foor 
.vears old. tfte Inst survivor of the club, 
entered tbe dining room of tbe home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cofflng. Tbe table 'wms 
niTniiged for a feast, tbe same as It 
hud been on fifty-nine previous Tbanks- 
glviiig dnys. Mr. Hetfleld carved the 
turkey, then opened tbe bottle and 
drank to the memory of tbe nineteen 
merrymakers who bad pasaed beyond. 
After lie had paid thin silent tribute to 
bis dead ebarop be was .Joined at the 
table by Mrs. Hetfield and a number 
of other relatives and friends, among 
them tbe widow of t’olonel James Mc- 
.Mannomy, a member of tbe club, who 
died laat July. Other relatives of daad 
members of tbe club sat at tbe table.

It takes no more space 
or ttine to grow a well shaped ohesUrat or 
white oak, than a sciaggly pin oak or beech,. 
aiMl while one produces 'doable material 
wortlt, dollars, the other only firewood worth 
as many dimes. 

Where a wodlot has been mtsosed for many 
generations it will require several years of 
patient, persevering effort to bring It up to a 
good standard of productiveness. The Inferior 
kinds of trees roust be supplanted by tlioae of 
the valuable kinds such as oaks, chestnut, 
poplar, eta This can often be dotre by en¬ 
couraging these species where they exist, 
both in the matter of natural seeding, and in 
thinning out other kinds where tliey interfere 
with the beet development of thoee to be 
favored. Where oj)en plaoee occur, the plant¬ 
ing of a few nuts, requiring but a few hours 
time, will often aooompllsh a great deal in 
improving the wsnpoeition of the woods. 

One of the serious mistakes that the fanner 
iiuikee is to use the woodlot for cattle, hugs 
and sheep. A continuous use of it for such 
purpujes is disastrous. The hugs eat tire 
nuts Uial are needed for reeeeding the forest, 
the cattle and sheep cat the young seedlings 
tiiBt happen to come up, thus preventing re- 
piodnction. 'I'lie result is tliat the woodlot 
consists only of older trees and as tliese are 
cut out, open places ore left in tlie forest. 
The sun and wind get in to dry out the soil, 
the litter is dried up ami blown away leaving 
Uie ground, which is Lrain|ie<l by tlie iHttle, 
so IuikI that secstiiig is iin|K>sHible. In this 
coiiditiun gruw cisnes in and Uie appearunoe 
is more like a |>ark tluui a wcssllot. Tlie trees 
are limtiy and do not moke tlie beet timber 
and the wuisllut without a young growth 
ouming in is, like the family without off-

Twelve men and women, frankly da- 
clarlng they believed suicide to be the 
only way out of dlfficultlee in which 
they found tbemaelves,' sought the aid 
of the Rev. Dr. Hei^ry M. Warren, 
chaplain of the hotels in New Tdcfc 
dty. within five days la respooM to 
a general Invitation extended by Um 
to' those who contemplated suicide, 'In 
which be said be would help them to 
change their minds, says the New York 
Herald. This Invitation was given by 
Dr. Warren In bis service’ on a recant 
Sunday night In the Fifth Avenoe ho¬ 
tel. 

In bis sermon Dr. Warren said there 
were scores of straugcni In New York 
every day who had gone there with ttie 
well founded Intention of ending their , 
lives. 'They came, be said, becanse 
they could easily conceal or lose ttielr 
identity. 

Dr. Warren argued that the snlddal 
latent of such persons might often be 
thwarted If they only bad some per¬ 
son to whom they could pour out their 
hearts at the critical moment la their 
unhappy lives. They almost Invarlahly. 
came to New York alone and were 
therefore without counsel wben the 
contending thoughts coursed through 
their bralna. To serve as a personal 
friend rather than as a mlntster. Dr. 
Warren made bis request that all per¬ 
sons so Inclined sec him before they 
carried out their puntoses. 

Twelve men and women have con- 
fesse<l personally to Dr. Warren that 
they Intended to commit suicide, and 
he has received more than a score of 
letters from others who, although not 
Intending to end their lives, have dc- 
clnretl themselves to be In dire straits, 
from which they believed, they said, 
then* was no release save by extreme 
methods. 

“One of the most striking Instances,’’ 
said Dr. Warren, “was that of a man 
who came to this city (New York) from 
Hostnu. lie Is the manager of a large 
mnnufiicturlng concern there and bos 
a wife and sevemt daughters. Family 
and nnanchil dlMlculHes caused him to 
ponder over suicide as a way out of 
bis difllcultlea, and he came to this city 
and registered In the Grand Dnloa ho¬ 
tel under an assumed name.

He 
told me that a year ago he bad been 
a well to do inerebant In Qlaagow, that 
he had failed In business, bad been 
deserted subsequently by bis wife and 
bad fled to America. Fpr several 
moutliH, he aaid, be bad worked aa a 
clerk, but had lost his position when 
his employers cut down their force of 
clerical muu. ’I'be rest of his story was' 
Hbort. He hud gone from bad to worse 
until lie sought sleep on park benches 
and foud anywhere. Beveral days ago, 
be Nald. bo picked up a Herald ou a 
bench In Gentrul imrk and read the 
account of my sermon ou sulcldea and 
came to see me. 1 got him work and. 
today be lias no thought of suicide.” 

Anoiher case of which Dr. Warren 
told was that of the sou of a banker 
living In lliversldc drive. New York, 
who, after lie bad iiiude one uusueceas- 
ful attempt to end his life, was dlB-, 
Bonded from a second attempt. 

“This young man,” said Ur. Warren, 
“Is a college graduate and Independ¬ 
ently wealthy. He told me he had 
tried to die by inhaling lUumlnatlnK 
gas 111 his bedroom. , A servant, how¬ 
ever, had entered bis room and turned 
off the gasi and he bad let the matter 
pasa as accidental. He ,>told me he 
wanted to die because''a young’ wom¬ 
an to whom be had been engaged bad 
broken the engagement aud been mar¬ 
ried to another man.

Port Royal, reputed to be 
one of J^he most wealthy and at 
the same time one of the most 
wicked cities of the world was 
completely overwhelmed, and 
nearly every one of its 3000 bouses 
carried to the bottom of the Kings¬ 
ton Harbor 

There seems to be something 
indescribably awful about an 
earthquake. In fire and flood and 
wreck, there is the immediate 
thought.of flight to some point 
of safety. ^ut when the very 
foundations of the earth itself seem 
to be giving way, the utter help¬ 
lessness and insignificance of man 
is so absolutely apparant that or¬ 
dinarily no attempt toward escape 
is ever made. And not only is 
this true, but we are constantly 
confronted with the entire useless¬ 
ness of any attempt to prepare for 
like occurrences in’ the future. 
Every ingenious device possible 
is made use of to prevent fires and 
large numbers of modern buildings 
are today practically fireproof; 
constant eflorts are being made 
for the prevention of mine explo¬ 
sions and wrecks and even floods, 
but absolutely nothing can be 
done to prevent an earthquake.

Considerable business was trans¬ 
acted by the City Council at the sea 
sion Monday evening. By its diroc- 
I tion a police census will be taken of 
all male citizens twenty-one years of 
age who are not tax payers, and they 
will be required to work on the streets 
a day every year, or imy $1.00. It is 
believed that possibly seven or eight 
hundred will be on tlie list. 

It was decided to luirchasc fifty 
thousand bushels of shells for use in 
repair work upon the various streets 
of the city. 

The Council also decided to pave 
Main street, extended, from the IMvot 
bridge to the site of tlie old hospital, 
and when this work is done South Di¬ 
vision is tq be paved from Main to the 
mill dam.

In all makes of pianos the wood Is thoroogh- 
ly seasoned before entering into the manufoo- 
tnre of an Instrument, but this does not pre¬ 
vent the wood work from shrinking still 
farther when kept in too hot a room, thereby 
causing the notion tq mtUe and become loose 
and the'Boundlng board to warp and crack. 

Do not keep a piaiio too near a register, 
radiator, chimney, or against an ootslde wall;

Th^ act of Governor Swettenham, ^ 
of Jamaica, in ordering the with- ^ 
drawal of American warships sent j 
there for the purpose of aiding the j 
injured and protecting the interests 
of this country, was a specimen of 
arbitrary and high banded official ( 
methods, fortunately extremely ^ 
rare, and he fully deserves the j. 
public rebuke and stinging casti- | 
gatiou administered by Great ( 
Britain. < 

Like many other public officials ^ 
why have been thrown in the lime¬ 
light of an undue prominence by 
some overwhelming disaster, be f 
tailed to grasp the opportunity af* ] 
forded, aud bis dismal failure , 
brought upon himself the condem - 
nation of his own country and the , 
contempt of the world. Ordinary 
courtesya to say nothing of inter¬ 
national comity, would have de¬ 
manded a totally different course, 
^specially in view of the fact that 
England , and the United States 
have,for the last few years,been on 
exceptionally friendly terms. Or¬ 
dinarily, any effort on the part of 
any other government or the pub • 
lie to alleviate such widespread 
sofifering as was caused by the re* 
cent disaster on the island,—one 
of the greatest catastropbies in 
recent years—would have been 
welcomed by the local authorities, 
but Bogland was unfortunate in 
having a man of the calibre of 
Governor Swettenham at the bead 
of the island at this particular 
time. 

It ia one of the peculiarly 
strange things of life that so many 
fail at the crucial moment and the 
real character of an individual can 
never be fully known or thorough¬ 
ly appreciated until his life work 
is measured* by the supreme tests 
which come to all.

Some Things Are Essentially of a 
Governmental Nature. 


Cellsetlng Customs, Maintaining ths 
Army and ths Police, Aro Among 
Those, but Not Such Undertakings as 
ths Telegraph, ths Tsisphons, ths 
Street Cars or Qas and Eisotrlo 
Lightins^—True Nature of a Public 
Franchise.

Some UilaNrs arc so essentlolly of a 
govcrnmcntr.l naliire that It would be 
fatuous to •■onaliler them from the 
atniidpoint < r private ownership. 
Among Uiese are the collection of cua- 
toma, the maintenance and direction of 
the army and navy and the police pow¬ 
er. In others It is the end rather than 
the means that should be sought, and 
municipal and private ownership are 
often on equal terms without the viola¬ 
tion of any economic principle. 

The maintenance of public highways 
and sewers is usually a public func¬ 
tion, but the coimtry abounds In exam¬ 
ples. every whit as satisfactory, of pri¬ 
vate ownership and operation. With 
water the Importance to the' commnnl- 
ty lies not In Its ownership, whether 
pablic or private, but rather In Its qnal- 
Ity, quantity and price. Many of the 
most satisfactory waterworks of this 
country and Europe are owned prl- 
Tately. 

Beyond these there is a class of pub¬ 
lic utilities which experience has shown 
abonld lie exclusively within the domain 
•f private enterprise. The telagraph, tel¬ 
ephone. transportation, gas and electric 
light undertakings offer examples. The 
ownership of these by the commnnity 
Is advocated by some on the ground 
that they are necessities of modem 
life, by others because they partake of 
thO nature of monopoly. It does not 
appear that either Is a aufflclent rea¬ 
son. 'fbese are facilities and conven¬ 
iences. not necessities. The latter con¬ 
sist of simple dwellings, food, raiment 
and means of warmth In winter. If 
our neicsslties ore to be municipalized, 
we shduld begin with the butcher, gro- 
baker and coal dealer, whose per¬ 
centage of protlts far exceeds that of 
any of the corporations In the so called 
pnbllc service. 

Monopoly — regulated monopoly — is 
not necessarily opposed to the public 
Interest It Is advantageous to all to 
have one teleiitione system, that from 
one point all may be conveniently 
raaebed; to have ono street car sys¬ 
tem with universal transfers, making 
•naecessary any relation between one’s 
hooM and place of work; to have g 
slngls gas or electric light works, pre¬ 
venting the wsste of small plants and 
scgsDlsatloiu and securing by the Isr- 
ger development Khemsed rellabltlty 
and Unproved quality li\ the servloe.
